To  prompt  paying  customers  we  will  allow  30  to 
60  days  when  desired.  To  Northern  nurserymen, 
desiring  to  lay  in  stock  for  Spring  trade,  we  will 
ship  in  Fall  or  early  Spring,  and  allow  time  for 
payment  till  June  1st. 

Prices  herein  given  are  subject  to  change  with- 
out notice,  and  the  prices  ruling  at  the  time  an  or- 
der is  given  will  be  charged. 

Rates. 

For  hundred  rate  add  one  cent  per  tree  to  the 
thousand  rate,  and  for  rate  per  ten  add  two  cents  to 
the  thousand  rate.  All  orders  for  three  hundred 
trees  or  more  will  be  billed  at  the  rate  per  thousand 
if  not  less  than  ten  of  each  variety.  Orders  for  less 
than  three  hundred  trees  will  be  billed  at  hundred 
rates,  and  for  less  than  ten,  at  ten  rates.  We  do 
not  bill  less  than  five  of  any  variety.  Orders  should 
be  made  in  multiples  of  ten  as  near  as  possible. 

Grades. 

Our  grading  is  done  in  some  cases  by  caliper,  and 
others  by  height.  When  graded  by  both,  the  cali- 
per must  govern.  The  higher  number  is  always 
excluded  and  the  lower  included.  The  height,  when 
named  with  the  caliper,  is  onh-  considered  approxi- 
mately. If  you  wish  5  feet  trees,  the  5  to  6  grade 
must  be  ordered,  etc.,  etc. 

Guarantee. 

While  we  exercise  the  greatest  care  to  have  all 
our  trees,  etc.,  true  to  label  and  hold  ourselves  in 
readiness,  upon  propel  proof,  to  replace  all  that 
prove  untrue  to  label  free  of  charge,  it  is  mutually 
understood  and  agreed  that  cur  guarantee  of  genu- 
ineness shall  in  no  case  make  us  liable  for  any  sum 
greater  than  the  amount  paid  for  the  trees,  etc., 
that  shall  prove  untrue.
